STARE. 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a  part  time  officer*  who*  as 
Divisional  Medical  Officer,  also  acts  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  the  Ilkley  and  Otley  Urban  Districts  and,  as  an  Assistant  County- 
Medical  Officer,  is  responsible  within  the  district  for  Health  Services 
administered  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  A  Surveyor  and  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  are  employed  to  deal 
with  sanitary  problems  of  this  rather  sparsely  populated  area.  Clerical 
assistance  is  provided  by  the  Council. 

.aEBULMN CE  SERY I CS . 


The  Wharfcdalo  Rural  Council  participated  in  the  activities  of  the 
Wharf odale  Joint  Ambulance  Committee  who  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
were  maintaining  an  ambulance  service  for  cases  of  accident  p.nd  illness, 
as  agents  for  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  Cases  of  infectious 
disease  were  dealt  with  by  an,  ambulance  based  on  the  Mens ton  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital,  On  the  1st  February,  1948,  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  Ambulance  Depot  at  Guiseley  was  opened  and  from  that  date 
accepted  all  calls  for  cases  of  accident  and  illness.  Infectious 
cases  continued  to  be  dee.lt  with  by  the  Houston  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital.  The  affairs  of  the  Wharf ©dale  Joint  Ambulance  Committee 
were  wound  up  in  the  early  p?„rt  of  the  year. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES . 


Material  for  bacteriological  investigation  from  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  General  practitioners  is  accepted  by  the  laboratories 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Wakefield  and  Leeds.  Samples

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HOI,iS  NURSING  -JED  MIDWIFERY  Oontd. 


On  July  5th. ,  1948,  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  Homo 
Nursing  and  Midwifery  services  was  assumed  by  the  'Jest  Riding  County 
Council  and  the  staff  employed  by  the  District  Nursing  .ussociat ions 
was  transferred  to  the  employment  of  the  County  Council.  Certain 
adjustments  of  the  areas  covered  by  the  various  district  nurses  were 
necessary  but  on  the  whole  the  change  over  worked  quite  smoothly. 
This  was  only  rendered  possible  by  the  co-operation  of  the  District 
Nursing  Associations  and  of  the  nurses  themselves. 

MATERNITY  HONE  TREATMENT . 


Women  from  the  district  are  admitted  to  the  General  Hospital, 
Otley  and  to  the  Hazelwood  Castle  Maternity  Home,  Tadcaster. 
abnormal  cases  are  sent  to  the  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital. 

ANTENATAL  CLINICS. 


Women  in  the  district  are  able  to  attend  Antenatal  clinics 
which  are  held  regularly  at  Ilkley  and  Otley.  Where  this  is 
inconvenient,  arrangements  for  antenatal  care  by  the  general 
practitioner  can  be  made.  Facilities  also  exist  for  obtaining 
antenatal  advice,  from  the  Health  Visitor  or  Midwife. 

INFANT  WELFARE  CLINICS. 


The  Child  Welfare  clinics  at  Ilkley  and  Otley  are  available 
to  those  who  live  within  reach.  Mothers  and  children  from  Bramhope 
are  taken  to  Rawdon  clinic  each  week  by  bus. 

It  is  intended  to  open  a  clinic  at  the  Graven  Institute  at 
Bramhope  early  in  1949. 

SCHOOL  CLINICS. 


The  clinics  at  Ilkley  and  Otley  are  available. 

TUBERCULOSIS  DISPENSARY. 

Weekly  clinics  are  held  at  Whiteley  Croft,  Station  Road,  Otley, 
and  at  the  Middleton  Sanitorium. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  is  undertaken  by  the  special 
department,  Leeds  General  Infirmary.

SECTION  5. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMST-JTCBS  OF  THE  AREA . 


-TER  SUPPLIES. 


The  water  supplies  throughout  the  district  during  1948  were  up 
to  the  average  in  quantity  although  the  supply  of  many  farms  in  the 
Blubberhouses ,  Fewston  and  Norwood  area  has  been  unsatisfactory  both 
in  quality  and  quantity.  ^  scheme  for  a  piped  supply  for  this  area 
from  a  reservoir  at  Norwood  Edge  has  been  the  subject  of  discussion 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health  throughout  the  year.  i.  public  enquiry 
held  on  September  30th.,  1948,  resulted  in  acceptance  of  the  scheme 
in  principle  with  some  modifications  in  detail.

'.Vinter  supplies  contd. 

The  council  has  also  sponsored  a  scheme  to  provide  the  village 
of  Clifton  whose  water  supply  is  unsatisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity,  with  a  piped  supply  from  springs  on  the  edge  of  Y/eston 
Mo  or. 


Difficulty  was  encountered  owing  to  the  acid  nature  of  the 
water  but  this  ca,n  be  overcome  by  avoiding  the  use  of  lead  pipes  or 
cisterns. 

A  close  watch  is  kept  upon  the  purity  of  the  public  supplies 
to  farms  and  villages.  Eleven  samples  were  collected  for  chemical 
canalysis  of  which  one  was  unsat isfactory  and  two  showed  high  acidity 
but  were  otherv/ise  pure.  Of  the  46  samples  taken  for  bacteriological 
investigation,  17  were  unsatisfactory  and  one  doubtful.  The  majority 
of  these  unsat isfactory  samples  were  from  the  Norwood,  News t on  and 
Blubberhouses  area.  It  we.s  however,  found  that  the  piped  supplies 
to  the  villages  of  Pool  and  Tibbie  were  being  contaminated  due  to 
structural  defects  of  collecting  and  inspection  chambers.  Steps 
to  remedy  these  defects  are  in  hand. 

The  Wcater  supplies  of  Fewston  and  Mrthington  Schools  were  found 
to  be  contaminated  and  measures  to  prevent  this  were  undertaken. 

All  tests  for  plumbosolvent  action  were  negative  and  no  action 
was  therefore  needed. 

The  particulars  of  the  w?,ter  supply  of  each  parish  in  the  district 
as  required  by  the  Minister  of  Health  are  given  in  the  table  in  the 
report  of  the  Survejbr  &  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

DRAINAGE  .JttD  SEWERAGE. 

The  main  item  of  interest  under  this  heading  was  the  commencement 
in  December  1948  of  the  extension  to  the  Pool  Sewage  Works  which  had 
previously  been  the  subject  of  a  public  enquiry. 

The  work  when  completed  will  provide  for  the  needs  of  Pool  and 
Bramhope  and  for  any  foreseeable  increase  in  size  of  these  villages. 

At  Bramhope  certain  replacements  and  repairs  to  sewers  and 
filter  beds  were  needed  and  repairs  to  pipes  and  manholes  at  Pool 
New  Bank  were  also  necessary. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

Refuse  is  collected  regularly  from  all  villages  in  the  district 
and  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Bramhope,  Pool  and  Tibbie. 
In  spite  of  occasional  shortages  of  labour  and  transport,  the  service 
has  worked  satisfactorily  during  the  year.

SECTION  4. 
HOUSING. 


Work  at  the  Millcroft  Estate  at  Pool  has  proceeded  satisfactorily 
a,nd  12  Tre„ditional  type  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  during  the 
year. 

These  with  the  8  Swedish  houses  erected  in  1947  make  a  total 
of  20  houses  built  by  the  Council  on  this  estate.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  28  houses  were  still  in  process  of  erection. 

Owing  to  the  restrictions  on  private  buildings  only  4  such 
licenses  were  a,pproved  during  the  yeaer.  Seven  houses  previously 
a/pproved  were  completed. 

The  Council  has  undertaken  a  scheme  for  the  erection  of  22  Airey 
Houses  for  the  a,ccommoda,t ion  of  farm  workers  throughout  the  district. 
Work  on  the  pair  of  houses  at  Denton  commenced  in  December  1948*  a.nd 
work  is  likely  to  start  on  the  pair  at  Ca,rlton  ea.rly  in  the  new  year.

SUCTION  5. 


INSECT  I  ON  -ND  SUPERVISION  ON  FOOD . 


.■ILK  SUPPLY. 

In  recent  years  the  '/harfedale  Rural  District  has  undertaken 
milk  production  to  an  increasing  extent.  There  are  a  total  of  178 
producers  of  whom  37  are  licensed  for  the  production  of  “Tuberculin 
Tested"  milk  and  50  are  holders  of  "accredited"  licenses.  Producers 
in  some  areas,  and  notably  in  the  Blubber houses ,  Fewston  and  Norwood 
area,  have  been  handicapped  by  an  inadequate  and  unsuitable  water 
supply  for  cleansing  and  cooling.  There  has  been  a  steady  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  cow  sheds  and  dairies  and  on  the  whole  the  standard  of 
milk  production  is  good.  Of  134  samples  of  milk  taken  from  "accredited" 
and  "Tuberculin  Tested"  farms,  98  were  satisfactory  and  38  were 
unsatisfactory.  This  compares  favourably  with  the  results  in  1947  when 
119  samples  were  taken  of  which  73  were  satisfactory  and  46  unsatis¬ 
factory. 


ICE  CRIP *11. 

Eleven  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  which 
is  manufactured  elsewhere.  No  cause  for  complaint  as  to  cleanliness 
has  come  to  notice. 


HEAT  ,JID  OTHER  FOODS. 

Only  pigs  for  home  consumption  are  slaughtered  within  the  district. 
Beasts  and  sheep  are  brought  to  Otley  for  slaughter  in  the  -bbattoir.

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MEAT  ,JTD  OTHER  FOODS  CONTD , 


There  are  no-  premises  for  the  manufacture  of  meat  products 
in  the  district.  Shops  retailing  food  have  been  regularly 
inspected  and  the  necessary  action  has  been  taken  to  deal  with 
any  food  unfit  for  human  use. 

ROOD  POISONING  OUTBRE.IKS . 


small  outbreak  of  Rond  Poisoning  occurred  at  the  Arthington 
School  during  January  1948.  Invest igat ions  failed  to  incriminate 
any  food. 

Meals  were  brought  from  the  Pool  School  Canteen  where  no  cases 
had  occurred.  A  case  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  in  a.  neighbouring 
farm  gave  the  clue.  This  farm  and  the  school  buildings  received 
a  piped  water  supply  from  a  spring  whereas  the  nearby  house  of  the 
Head  Mistress,  who  was  not  affected  obtained  water  from  the  Leeds 
Corporation  supply. 

An  investigation  proved  that  the  water  from  the  spring  was 
being  contaminated  by  surface  washings.  This  was  dea.lt  with  and 
no  further  trouble  arose. 

SECTION  6. 


INRECTIQUS  DISEASES. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

Sight  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Menston  Isolation  Hospital 
as  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria  but  on  investigation  all  proved  to 
be  negative. 

TYPHOID. 


One  case  was  reported  from  Bramhope  but  the  diagnosis  was  not 
confirmed, 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Whooping  Cough  during  the  summer  months  showed  an  increase.  A 
total  of  20  cases  being  notified  in  1948  compared  to  only  4  in  1947, 

ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS. 

In  1947  Infantile  Paralysis  was  rife  throughout  Great  Britain, 
although  the  Wharfedale  Rural  District  escaped  lightly  with  only  one 
confirmed  case.  In  1948  the  incidence  of  the  disease  was  low  and 
no  case  was  reported  from  the  District. 

MEASLES. 


Nineteen  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  to  33 
in  1947.  The  disease  was  of  a  mild  type  and  there  were  no  serious? 
complications • 

SCARLET  NEVER. 


Eighteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Rover  were  reported  during  the  year. 
Of  these  thirteen  were  children  from  the  National  Children's  Home 
Bramhope.  Nine  of  these  causes  occurred  during  the  month  of  May 
and  June.  A  further  four  cases  were  reported  just  before  Xmas. 

At  the  same  time  there  was  a  rather  high  incidence  of  sore 
throats.  It  is  intended  to  carry  out  an  investigation  in  the  early 
part  of  1949.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  beg  bo  submit  my  twenty  third  Annual  Report 
upon  the  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  area  during  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1948 . 

Much  useful  work  has  been  carried  out,  and 
with  the  lifting  of  controls  on  most  materials  ->-exclusive 
of  timber,  iron  and  steel  -  the  supply  position  has  been 
considerably  improved. 

In  July  the  amount  of  work  allowed  on  housing 
without  licence,  was  raised  from  £10  to  £100,  and  in 
certain  other  cases  -  which  included  agricultural  buildings  - 
the  figure  was  raised  to  £1,000,  and  this  too  has  resulted 
in  more  repairs  being  carried  out. 

The  erection  of  houses  by  private  enterprise 
is  still  considerably  restricted,  and  the  number  of  licences 
allocated  during  the  year  was  only  4. 

Work  on  dwellings  for  which  licences  were 
previously  issued  continued  fairly  satisfactorily,  and  7 
houses  were  completed  at  Bramhope . 

The  work  in  connection  with  the  erection  by 
the  Council  of  traditional  houses  on  the  Millcroft  Estate 
at  Pool,  has  proceeded  throughout  the  year,  and  at  the  end 
of  December,  12  houses  were  occupied  in  addition  to  the 
8  Swedish  dwellings  completed  in  1947. 

The  lifting  of  controls  on  sanitary  fittings 
etc.  has  been  of  groat  assistance  in  obtaining  long  standing 
repairs  to  dwellings  and,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  list  at  the 
end  of  the  Report,  many  repairs  and  improvements  have  been 
carried  out . 


The  number  of  nuisances  dealt  with  during  the 
year  totalled  381,  and  this  included  6  brought  forward 

from  1947 . 


At  the  end  of  1948,  14  nuisances  were  still 
requiring  attention. 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1937. 


All  Factories  have  been  visited  periodically, 
and  the  requirements  of  Section  1,2, 3, 4, 6  and  7,  as  to 
cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilation, 
drainage  of  floors  and  provision  of  adequate  sanitary 
accommodation,  have  been  satisfactory. 

There  are  not  any  outworkers  in  the  district. 

There  is  only  one  mill  chimney  in  the  area 
and  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  report  the  emission  of 
black  smoke  on  any  occasion. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  we  have  not 
received  any  complaints  from  H.u.  Inspector  of  Factories.

The  Otley  Abbattoir  is  still  used  for  the  slaughter 
of  animals  from  the  Wharf e dale  district,  and  only  pigs .for 
home  consumption  have  been  slaughtered  in  the  premises 
situate  in  this  area. 

All  the  slaughterhouses  have  been  inspected  and  the 
structural  conditions  and  general  cleanliness  have  always 
been  satisfac tory . 


Notification  of  the  slaughter  of  54  pigs  was  received 
during  the  year,  48  of  which  were  inspected. 


In  two  instances,  owing  to  localised  tuberculosis, 
it  was  necessary  to  condemn  a  portion  of  the  carcases,  the 
total  weight  of  which  was  29  lbs.

Under  Part  1,  Section  14  (2)  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938,  we  have  11  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of 
Ice  Cream. 


Periodical  inspections  have  been  carried  out,  and 
I  have  not  had  occasion  to  report  unfavourably  in  any 
ins  tance . 

There  are  not  any  premises  in  use  for  the  preparation 
of  preserved  f oods . 

It  was  necessary  to  complain  of  the  general  clean¬ 
liness  of  a  catering  establishment,  and  the  premises  will 
be  kept  under  supervision. 

The  only  fried  fish  shop  in  the  area  has  also 
received  attention,  and  the  premises  have  always  been  found 
in  a  clean  condition. 


SEWERAGE, 


During  the  Summer  it  was  found  that  the  distributing 
channels  and  chutes  at  the  Camp  Plantation  Sewageworbs, 
which  serve  a  portion  of  Bramhope,  were  in  a  defective 
condition. .  New  parts  were  ordered  and  these  were  fixed  by 
your  worlanen. 

Later  in  the  year,  obstructions  were  removed  from 
the  sewec  and  the  outfall  effluent  pipe,  and  the  surface 
of  the  f filter  beds  was  also  re-clinkered.  The  plant  has 
3ince  functioned  fairly  satisfactorily. 


Obstructions  occurred  in  (l)  the  sewer  on  the 
Leeds-Otley  Road  and  (2)  the  sewer  at  Golden  Acre,  Bramhope, 
and  in  both  instances  the  nuisances  were  abated  by  your 
workmen. 

Three  stoppages  in  the  Pool  Old  Bank  and  three  in  the 
Pool  New  Bank  occurred  during  the  year,  all  of  which  received 
the  necessary  attention.  In  order  to  prevent  these  recurring 
nuisances  on  the  New  Bank  sewer,  repairs  were  carried  out  to 
the  pipes  and  manholes. 

An  obstruction  was  also  removed  from  the  Pool  Village 

sewer . 


The  extension  of  the  Pool  Sewageworks,  the  subject  of 
many  previous  reports,  was  commenced  in  December  and,  when 
the  work  is  completed,  the  provisions  should  be  quite 
adequate . 

Fortunately,  although  severely  taxed,  we  have  been 
able  to  satisfactorily  deal  with  the  sewage  throughout  the 
year,  and  we  have  not  received  any  complaints  from  the 
Rivero  Board. 

The  small  Works  at  Askwith  receive  weekly  supervision, 
and  they  have  continued  to  give  every  satisfaction. 

There  has  not  been  any  extension  of  sewers  during 
the  year  under  review.

The  samples  marked  x  were  taken  for  testing  the  purity 
of  the  water  from  which  it  is  proposed  to  supply  Clifton  Village, 
and  although  at  the  end  of  the  year  negotiations  in  connection 
with  this  scheme  were  still  proceeding,  I  am  hoping  that  1949 
will  see  the  commencement,  if  not  the  completion  of  the  work. 


Several  very  unsatisfactory  samples  of  water  have  been 
taken  from  the  Norwood,  Fewston  and  Blubberhouses  area,  the 
Scheme  for  which  has  now  been  completed  by  the  Engineers,  and  an 
Inquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the  30th  September. 
It  is  hoped  that  permission  to  commence  will  soon  be  given  in 
order  that  a  pure  and  adequate  supply  of  water  can  be  provided  to 
the  many  farms  at  present  served  from  springs  of  highly  doubtful 
character. 


The  supply  to  Fewston  School  was  shown  to  be  polluted 
and  the  matter  was  immediately  reported  to  the  Education  Authority 
and  advice  given  as  to  the  best  method  of  remedying  the  matter. 

Unsatisfactory  samples  of  water  were  obtained  from 
the  Council’s  supply  at  Timble  Great,  and  it  was  found  that  the 
walls  of  several  inspection  chambers  were  defective  and  instructions 
were  given  for  these  to  be  repaired. 

When  the  work  is  completed,  it  is  hoped  the  supply 
will  once  again  be  pure. 

Pollution  of  the  Council’s  supply  at  Pool  has  also 
been  located,  and  repairs  to  the  collecting  chamber  and  storage 
tank  will  have  to  be  carried  out  to  effect  a  remedy. 

A  new  1-jp  diameter  pipe,  700  yards  in  length,  has  been 
laid  by  the  Denton  Hall  Estates  to  supply  water  to  two  farms  at 
Denton,  referred  to  in  my  last  report  as  being  inadequately 
served. 

Apart  from  minor  defects  at  the  Pump  House,  the  supply 
cf  water  to  Askwith  has  been  satisfactory. 


In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  I  set  out  below  a  table  of  Parishes  in  the 
rural  area  showing  the  number  of  houses  and  population  supplied 
from  public  water  mains  (l)  direct  to  houses  and  (2)  by  means 
of  standpipes.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER, 

It  had  been  anticipated  that  the  duties  under 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  would  be  transferred  during  the  year 
to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  but  in  October  a 
circular  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  asking  local 
authorities  to  continue,  for  the  time  being,  with  existing 
arrangements. 


On  the  whole,  the  farms  in  V/harfedale  are  of  a 
good  type,  and  improvements  and  alterations  are  constantly  being 
carried  out  by  a  people  who  realise  that  only  by  up-to-date  and 
clean  methods,  can  pure  and  wholesome  milk  be  produced. 

Las*t  year  we  had  171  farms  registered  for  the 
wholesale  production  of  milk,  and  this  year  the  number  has 
increased  to  178. 

134  samples  of  milk,  as  compared  with.119  during 
1947,  have  been  taken  from  " Accredited1'  and  n  Tuberculin  Tested 
farms,  90  of  which  were  satisfactory  and  36  not  satisfactory. 

The  sampling  results  for  1947  were  73  satisfactory  and  46  not 
satisfactory . 


These  figures  show  that  in  1948  73$  of  the  samples 
passed  the  prescribed  tests  as  compared  with  61$  for  the 
previous  12  months. 


During  the  year  several  " Accredited"  producers  have 
transferred  to  the  production  of  “Tuberculin  Tested”  milk, 
and  the  number  of  licences  in  force  has  increased  from  25  to 
37. 


The  number  of  “Accredited”  licences  issued  is  50,  a 
decrease  of  one  cn  the  previous  year.

SALVAGE  AND  SCAVENGING. 


This  work  has  been  efficiently  carried  out  during  the 
year,  and  as  previously  stated,  the  whole  of  the  area,  with 
the  exception  of  farm  premises,  is  now  served. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  methods  of 
tipping  on  to  refuse  dumps  at  Bramiiope,  Pool,  Nesfield  and 
Timble  Great,  and  apart  from  minor  rat  infestations,  they 
have  not  created  any  nuisance. 

I  set  out  below  figures  showing  the  distance  travelled 
and  the  number  of  conveniences  emptied  for  the  12  months  ending 
on  the  31st  December,  1948.

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. 


It  is  regretted  that  the  lon^  standing  question  of  the 
provision  of  water  supplies  to  (1)  Norwood,  Fewston  and 
Blubberhouses  and  (2)  Newall-w-Clif ton,  were  not  commenced 
during  1940,  and  one  can  only  hope  that  sanction  to  proceed 
will  be  forthcoming  during  the  next  12  months. 

As  already  stated,  the  extension  of  the  Pool  Sewageworks, 
another  long  standing  nuisance  caused  by  the  inadequacy  of  the 
existing  arrangements,  was  commenced  at  the  end  of  1948. 

The  Council’s  Housing  Programme  has  been  steady,  and  work 
on  the  Millcroft  Estate  at  Pool  has  continued  throughout  the 
year.  Unfor tunately  the  Council’s  Scheme  for  the  provision 
of  houses  at  Bramhope  has  been  held  up  pending  approval  of  the 
site . 


Several  sites  have  been  selected  in  various  Parishes  for 
the  erection  of  Airey  dwellings  for  the  housing  of  agricultural 
workers,  and  preparation  of  the  Denton  site  was  commenced 
towards  the  end  of  the  year. 


Apart  from  a  slight  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Whooping  Gough  in  the  months  of  June  and  July,  the  health 
of  the  district  has  been  good  throughout  the  year. 

A  great  deal  of  useful  work  has  been  done  in  the 
Public  Health  Department,  and  property  owners  have  generally 
been  willing  to  co-operate  in  the  execution  of  repairs  and 
alterations,  without  the  service  of  statutory  notices. 

Only  in  one  instance  -  the  removal  of  an  accumulation 
of  vehicles  from  sites  at  Bramhope,  was  it  necessary  to 
resort  to  legal  action. 

I  an?  indebted  to  our  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Dr. 
Procter) 'for  his  assistance  which  is  always  readily  given, 
and  I  should  also  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
guidance  of  our  Clerk  (Mr.  Hewstead)  and  to  thank  all  other 
Members  of  the  Staff  for  their  help  throughout  the  year.
